Young 
children danced to live accordion music and later the 
small crowd gathered around storyteller Toby Mills to 
hear ghost tales. 

To prepare for the event, Ms. Mello purchased 
400 marshmallows - along with graham crackers and 
chocolate - which attendees roasted on long sticks over 
the campfires. Children roamed the park climbing on hay 
piles, enjoying the slide and other kid-friendly obstacles at 
the front of the property. 

Interestingly enough, the moon was full that evening, 
adding to the night's enchantment. "It really is a silvery 
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moon soiree," Ms. Mello said. 

The event organizer hopes that the event will 
remind locals that the park is available anytime for 
exploration and fun. "Come and use it. Have fun! We try 
to make it as accessible as possible," she said.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

Election Special Report

If Halloween didn't scare you enough, attack ads 
against your favorite candidate may seal the deal! Joking 
aside, election time calls for an informed public familiar 
with the issues. This year, the ballot is particularly heavy 
with closely contested races and controversial measures. 
Town clerks in the Tri-Town area are reporting an increase 
in absentee ballots, which indicates a strong voter turnout. 
The number of political signs on lawns also demonstrates 
that the volume is turned up on the issues and positions at 
stake this election season. 

In this issue, weTl review some of the basics 
surrounding the ballot questions and candidates up for 
election. 

To kick things off. The Wanderer spoke with Peter 
Winters and incumbent State Representative Bill Straus 
- both vying to serve as State Representative of the 10*^ 
Bristol District - on the issues that drive their candidacies. 

Rep. Straus: Work on Budget, Support Schools

careful to continue to support the schools - w^ho are 
top performers in the country - and look for additional 
economic opportunities that benefit our region,'' he said. 
As chairman of the Environment, Agriculture and Natural 
Resources committee, he says his past, current and future 
work aim at protecting both the fishing industry and 
agricultural businesses. "One of the tricky things is that 
you have to realize w^hat your assets are. If you don't pay 
attention to w^here you are having success now, you are 
falling behind," he added. 

Rep. Straus noted that Massachusetts is one of 
the three top economic states in the country that offers 
an educated population and beneficial geography. He 
said that these traits prompted Microsoft to increase their 
payroll by 2,000 people in the commonwealth over the 
past three years. As a representative, he said he would 
work to bring more of such opportunities to this region of 
the state. 

The importance of financial planning is another 
area Rep. Straus emphasized. "We are feeling the 
economic consequences of two and a half years ago. 
Fortunately, we had state money and we were able to 
cushion the blow," he said. Mr Straus estimates that the 
current value of the "rainy day fund" is about $500 to 
$600 million, which was about $2 billion before the recent 
recession. He said this kind of planning, which helped 
keep important programs alive, needs to continue. 

Talking about education, Mr. Straus said he

works hard to ensure adequate funding is available at 
the state level for schools. He said that the transportation 
reimbursement account is sometimes more important 
than Chapter 70 state aid, and noted that the recent 
increase in these monies approved by the state "was a real 
victory for school districts like ours/' 

On the topic of school regionalization. Rep. 
Straus stressed that "a discussion has to occur locally'' on 
whether school regionalization is a suitable course for the 
Tri-Town area. "One of the hallmarks of the way I conduct 
myself is that I don't tell myself what the best idea is - 1 
work with [people]," he said. 

Another priority of Rep. Straus is saving the 
Wareham District Court. The representative said he is

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working with Republican colleagues and the district 
attorney ''to get money to save that courthouse/' he said. 
"The way I see my role as a legislator, is I don't go around 
looking for people to blame. I'd rather spend time looking 
for other people to work with," the representative said. 

Rep. Straus also commented that he strongly 
supports repealing 40B, which is on the ballot next 
week, which allows more flexible permitting rules for 
affordable housing developers. He said 40B is inherently 
flawed because the official affordable housing stock in 
a town does not count some types of units, even if they 
are affordable, such as cottages. "We need more units of 
housing, that's true, but it doesn't mean that you discount 
what the housing market is in an existing town," he said. 
40B allows large developments to come to town all at 
once, straining town's resources in a "disproportionate" 
way, the representative explained. He said he has worked 
on drafting legislation to limit the allowable percentage of 
affordable housing growth each year. 

Other issues high on Rep. Straus' agenda include 
protecting and restoring the Eel Grass Pond, which he 
received earmarks for five years ago, and providing 
public water access to water resources. 

Peter Winters: Bring Back The Local Economy 

Republican Peter Winters believes that people 
"are ready for change on Beacon Hill," and he is the man 
to deliver the goods. 

"My main focus is on bringing back the local 
economy. The SouthCoast has really been gored," Mr. 
Winters said. In particular, he feels that the development 
boom has been unevenly focused on Boston and the state 
needs to do more to bring jobs to this region. "The state 
can create jobs, or an atmosphere where private sector 
jobs can be created," he said.

The candidate also said that certain areas should 
be designated for growth in the interest of "preserving the 
way of life/' in the SouthCoast. More importantly, he feels 
that by keeping taxes low and opening up more economic 
opportunities, more people will be able to stay in the area. 
"There is a brain drain of people leaving the area and 
state. There is still no growth of jobs. My fear is that my 
children won't be able to raise their families here because 
they won't be able to afford it because there are no jobs," 
he said, noting that "proper infrastructure" must be in 
place to accommodate job creation. 

Mr. Winters also elaborated on some of his 
ideas surrounding education. Overall, he feels that the 
secondary education system should train students for 
"relevant, practical jobs. We should merge the systems - 
the vocational system and the high school system. There 
are more applications for vocational schools than slots," 
he said, describing a high interest in engineering, for 
example. The current system, Mr. Winters said, creates a 
"double-bureaucracy." For example, he said two separate 
superintendents serve the vocational and public high 
schools. "They are separate entities; they should be 
together," he said, remarking on the cost savings. Merging 
the systems would "free up some money and lower 
taxes," in addition to offering students instruction in a 
cross-range of practical and traditional studies. 

Moreover, he said it is important to keep the good 
teachers teaching. He also called for more consistency

between schools for teacher contracts, to keep "everyone 
on the same schedule and same pay scale/' He also said 
that unions could be allocated better so teachers can easily 
move within schools within the district. "The same rules 
should apply for all of the places," he said. 

On that topic, he also supported programs in 
business and finance for students who are not planning 
to attend college. "They would have more tools in their 
toolkit to start their own businesses," Mr. Winters said. 
"More small businesses are great for the local economy, 
especially an increase in traditional trades people," he 
said. 

Overall, Mr. Winters is enthusiastic about his 
prospects, noting a strong groundswell of support. "A lot 
of people are really motivated this year; a lot of people 
want change. We need change on Beacon Hill. [I will] 
address the importance of the legislature to change rules 
that govern businesses and taxes and the whole allocation 
of resources. That is what I'm trying to stress when I meet 
voters," he said.

2010 Election Issues 

In addition to Peter Winters and Rep. Bill Straus, 
locals will vote on who will fill positions including 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, 
Secretary of State, Treasurer, Auditor, Councillor, District 
Attorney, Sheriff and most notably the Representative 
for the Fourth District Seat of Massachusetts, a seat 
which Congressman Barney Frank has held since 
1980. Republican Sean Bielat is running an aggressive 
campaign to unseat Rep. Frank. It remains to be seen 
which candidates voters will choose, but there is no doubt 
that the campaign machines are churning in full force to 
convince voters of their candidates' merits. 

Local voters, in total, are faced with FIVE (yes, 
five!) questions this year: 

• Question 1: Sales Tax on Alcohol Beverages 
- Voter approval would remove the 6.25 percent sales 
tax on alcohol beverages and alcohol, which is subject to 
a separate excise tax under state law. Arguments in the 
favor of the measure contend that the recently added 
tax is an "unfair double-tax'' that hurts small business 
owners who sell wine, beer, and liquor, especially along 
state borders. Arguments against the ballot question 
respond that nearly every state has a sales tax on alcohol 
in addition to excise taxes, and that the taxes support 
programs providing 100,000 individuals healthcare 
services for behavioral health problems.

proposed law would repeal a Massachusetts law allowing 
''qualified'' developers of government subsidized 
affordable housing to receive a streamlined permitting 
process (i.e. One comprehensive permit through the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, instead of through each town 
board). If a ZBA denies a request, a developer can seek 
recourse through the state Housing Appeals Committee. 
If a town has a state-certified percentage of affordable 
housing of 10 percent or more, a ZBA can tell the appeals 
committee that its "action was consistent with local 
needs" and prevent the new development.

people of various economic backgrounds throughout the 
communities of the state. Arguments against the measure 
contend that 40B is flawed, and allows developments into 
towns that may strain local resources or not meet town 
bylaws, such as environmental and zoning requirements. 

• Question 3: Sales and Use Tax Rates - 
Approval of this measure would reduce state sales tax 
and use rates from 6.25 percent to 3 percent. The proposed 
law provides that if the 3 percent rate would not produce 
enough revenues to satisfy any lawful pledge of sales 
and use tax revenues, then the rates would instead be 
reduced to the lowest level allowed by law. This measure 
essentially was created with the argument that lowering 
taxes would create jobs, keep consumers in the state 
instead of elsewhere where taxes are lower, and give 

''an average of $688 - every year - to each taxpayer.'' 
Those against the measure contend that a lowered sales 
tax would jeopardize the availability of "$2.5 billion" in 
state aid for local government services, including schools, 
police and fire protection. 

• Question 4: Charter Study Commission - 
Question 4 asks, "Shall a Charter Study Commission be 
created to study the present governmental structure of 
Plymouth County and make findings concerning the form 
of government and make recommendations thereon?" 
This question does not appear on the state ballot, but will 
appear on the Plymouth County ballot. 

• Question 5: Medical Marijuana - Question 5, a

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access points, and authorization requirements for private 
roadways to receive plowing services topped the agenda 
for the Mattapoisett Selectmen's Tuesday, October 26 
meeting. Also, the Selectmen officially appointed Peter 
Newton, a geologist and engineer, to fill the empty seat on 
the Conservation Commission. 

In a status update report. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne said that he has yet to receive a revised 
plan from Abbott Construction showing an alternative 
location for a second trail to Tinkham Forest. He said 
Beth Kunz and the Bay Club are pushing construction on 
this and neither has received information on alternative 
access. He said he is investigating ''avenues that we can 
legally pursue to force compliance with particular terms 
and conditions." He added: "\ think we've been patient, 
and we need a location and maps." 

In other news, Mr. Gagne reported that 
Mattapoisett is actively seeking an extension for a 
$135,000 grant to restore Eel Pond. He said this request 
will go through the Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. Town officials recently met 
with the Coalition for Buzzards Bay and engineer Sue 
Nilson on how to proceed with the restoration project. 
Overall, work will focus on opening up the inlet on the 
east side of Eel Pond, which over the summer got closed 
up and "superheated," leading to the death and decay of 
organisms and vegetation, Mr. Gagne reported. 

An additional grant also is being pursued from 
the National Soil and Conservation Service. "We've made 
significant progress . . . Hopefully, we'll get an extension," 
he said.

Mr. Gagne also discussed the status of approved 
roadwork on High on a Hill Road at length in an effort 
to clear up "misunderstandings/' he said. The project 
- which will cost between $110,000 and $120,000 - is set 
to begin on November 8 to ultimately "do all work short 
of a finished coat," he stated. The road will be completely 
finished given the availability of $47,000 in Chapter 90 
monies after July 2011. 

Residents on private roads who desire 
snowplowing services must have all paperwork in by 
November 1, the Selectmen emphasized. Mr. Gagne 
clarified that even if a resident on a private road received 
services in the past, release paperwork still is necessary. 
The majority of residents on a road are required to sign off 
on the paperwork. Chairman Collyer urged residents to 
reach out to their neighbors to ensure that the paperwork 
is submitted by the deadline. 

The town will face major budgetary shortfalls if 
Question 3 on the state ballot is approved (which would 
reduce state sales tax from 6.5 percent to 3 percent) 
and federal American Recovery and Reinvestment Act 
(ARRA) funds are eliminated, according to Mr. Gagne. 
The town administrator presented a full report regarding 
how local budgets would be impacted given these cuts. 

Overall, Mr. Gagne reported that the passage 
of Question 3 would result in a loss of $60,000 in direct 
local aid and $20,000 in Chapter 90 monies. Moreover, 
elimination of the ARRA funds would slice off an 
additional $34,000 in local air and $11,000 in Chapter 90 
road improvement funds, he stated. "We'd lose $120,000 
out of $712,000, which equates to a one-year cut of 18 
percent," he said. 

Mr. Gagne also projected that the school district 
would lose $163,000 if ARRA is eliminated and $288,000 
if Question 3 passes next week. "This is an 18 percent 
cut," he said. Likewise, Mr. Gagne's report finds that 
Old Colony would lose $650,000 from its $3.6 budget if 
Question 3 passes and the federal stimulus money stops

flowing. He said that looking at the big picture overall, 
both ORR School District and Old Colony already have 
lost 21 percent of state aid monies since 2008. 

''That's a dramatic sum of money and everyone 
should be cognizant of that and make decisions 
accordingly/' Mr. Gagne said. 

In other news, the Selectmen met with Donna 
Rosa of NSTAR on two separate hearings - a pole hearing 
for Crystal Spring Road and a conduit hearing for Water 
Street. According to Ms. Rosa, the company desired to 
install a new stub pole to provide anchorage to another 
pole to protect it from leaning and falling over. Due to 
inaccuracies in the diagram provided by NSTAR, the 
Selectmen decided to continue the hearing to November 
9. "We want to make sure we are not putting in a pole 
for the sake of putting in a pole," said Chairman Jordan 
Collyer. The Selectmen unanimously approved an 
underground 24-inch conduit just East of Barstow Street 
on Water Street to service the 16 Water Street property. 

A general discussion took place with residents 
Robert and Donna Marvelle regarding their idea for a 
Concession Trailer at Techline property on Route 6. Mr. 
Marvelle said he and his wife would like to sell food items 
including hamburgers, hotdogs, and sodas from 8:00 am 
to 5:00 pm at the property from March to October. The 
couple said that they have approval from the property 
owner, but Chairman Collyer pointed out the board needs 
it in writing to proceed. 

Selectman George Randall responded that he does 
not feel such a business is appropriate for Mattapoisett. 
"A trailer doesn't belong on Route 6. Also, I'm afraid

Ms. Marvelle responded that she has no intention 
of creating a "carnival atmosphere.'' She said, "\ don't 
plan on putting an eyesore on Route 6. I'd like something 
nice, too." Mr. Marvelle said that the water system in 
the trailer, which holds 45 gallons of gray water, is self- 
contained and that he does not anticipate a need to 
provide facilities. Selectman Paul Silva recommended 
looking into installing utilities, which he feels would be 
needed. 

Both Selectman Paul Silva and Chairman Colly er 
expressed a need for more time to think over the proposal 
"There are a lot of issues that need to be thought out," 
Selectman Silva said, such as traffic. Both Selectmen said

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that they have no problem with the proposed business 
competing with local restaurants. 

Chairman Collyer expressed support for the 
concept of a concession trailer. "I have a more difficult 
time driving by a vacant building with overgrown weeds 
in a parking lot. ... Fm a fan of roadside cuisine.'' He 
suggested that the business offer something "beyond 
hamburgers and hotdogs.'' The board agreed to give Mr. 
and Ms. Marvelle additional time to provide more detail 
about their proposed business. 

In action items, the Selectmen: 

• Approved the Selectmen meeting minutes for 
September 28 and October 13 and the executive minutes 
for September 28. 

• Approved a one-day all alcohol special liquor 
license to Wayne Walega and the New Bedford Chamber 
of Commerce for November 10 from 5:00 to 7:00 pm to 
be held in the common area inside the building of the 
ropewalk 

• Appointed Susan Wilbur of 90 Mattapoisett 
Neck Road as a member of the Aquaculture Ad Hoc Study 
Committee 

• Approved an Internet Class-2 one-car dealer 
license for Donald Bliss of 46C Crystal Spring Road. 

The board also reminded Mattapoisett residents 
of several upcoming events, including the town's Police 
Halloween Parade on October 31 at 6:00 pm at Center 
School and the annual Veteran's Day Exercises at 11:00 am 
on November 11 at the Old Hammondtown School.

Pine Island Subdivision Hearing Continued 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Laura PeduUi 

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission tack- 
led a full agenda to an overflowing conference room at the 
Town Hall on Monday, October 25. The meeting - which 
lasted four and a half hours - examined several Notice of 
Intents (NOIs) for construction of new homes and new 
plans by the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Department to 
install sewer in the Mattapoisett Neck Road Area. 

Throughout the meeting. Chairman Tyler MaCal- 
liser plugged the announcement that the commission will 
begin public hearings early next year to discuss the pos- 
sibility of stronger bylaws to protect wetlands and other 
natural resources. Bylaws at the special town meeting on 
October 12 were tabled in an effort to disseminate more 
information about their ramifications to the public. 
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At the meeting, ConCom members met with Peter 
Newton, an engineer for 16 years, and formally supported 
his effort to join the Commission. He described himself as 
a geologist familiar with the Wetlands Protection Act. "Fd 
like the opportunity to be the voice of reason and join the 
town and participate,'' he said. The commission will send 
a letter to the Board of Selectmen requesting his appoint- 
ment to the commission. 

A number of proposed projects for new homes or 
construction were included on the agenda. 

Proposed work for a subdivision project on Pine 
Island Road attracted abutters concerned about runoff 
on their properties. David Davignon of Schneider and 
Associates and Mark Manganello of LEC Environmental 
Consultants represented Greta Fox, who requested that 
the commission approve fill, grade and the building of a 
16-foot road for a subdivision at 2 Pine Island Road. 

The issue of whether the lot's bordering land is 
subject to flooding dominated the discourse. Both Mr. 
Manganello and Mr. Davignon stressed that an outside 
environmental consultant and peer review study deter- 
mined that the proposed construction would not increase 
the volume of runoff. Further, they said that FEMA does 
not determine the area to be within the 100-year flood 
zone. "There is no evidence to support that FEMA's map 
is inaccurate," Mr. Manganello said, adding that oppo- 
nents of the construction have yet to prove with engineer- 
ing that the new site would create runoff problems. 
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Commission member Carmelo Nicolosi weighed 
in that the scope of the project will inevitably lead to more 
run off. 'There is ultimately more volume created by the 
site/' he said. 

Mr. Davignon disagreed. 'Tm relying on a profes- 
sional engineer who generated a report one-inch thick.'' 
He added that the proposed work includes "enormous" 
drywells that assist with draining. "I don't think the pro- 
posal is out of line with those in front of the commission." 

Bill Madden of GAF Engineering - representing 
the abutters - expressed strong concern with the project, 
in particular the amount of fill generated from the road 
construction. "I'm doubtful things are going to work 
nicely within the footprint/' he said. He added that over- 
all he feels that the applicant has inadequately addressed 
the bordering land subject to flooding issue and that not 
enough alternative analyses are presented. Also, he felt 
the applicant's administrator's fee is incorrect. Chairman 
MaCallister responded that he agrees with the applicant 
that no other proposals would be less environmentally 
harmful. 

"I don't think we are simply going through an 
exercise of rebutting everything proposed here," Mr. Mad- 
den said. 

Applicant Greta Fox then spoke. She said she has 
spent a lot of money on drainage studies and engineering 
to address runoff concerns by neighbors. "I think mud 
is being thrown against the wall, and we are paying and 
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paying to scrape it off/' she said. Ms. Fox added that she 
feels she has done her due diligence to address drainage 
issues. ''What else more can we do for a two-lot develop- 
ment?" 

In later discussion. Chair McCallister expressed 
concern about the proposed gravel road becoming pervi- 
ous over time, which would introduce materials into the 
wetlands. Mr. Davignon responded that paving the road 
is not an option as it would increase the percentage of 
impervious surfaces on the lot and thus not handle the 
runoff. "We're in a corner, there is no room to increase the 
threshold," he said. 

The lengthy discussion led to no final action on 
the proposal and a move to continue the hearing to No- 
vember 8. The commission led by Mr. Madden can file a 
formal rebuttal to the fee issue. 

Another hearing that attracted abutter input 
was a request by Mr. Lawrence to build a 32-foot by 
44-foot single-family home on Shawmut Road at Antas- 
sawamock. The Zoning Board of Appeals had denied 
the project on October 21. The board discussed with the 
applicant the possibility of doing a smaller house, but ul- 
timately the motion did not carry to approve construction 
of the new home. "This would open up Pandora's box to 
substandard lots. . . I can't put a house on the bordering 
vegetative wetlands," commission member Jim O'Dowd 
said. 

The commission also continued a hearing until 
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November 8 regarding an NOI to reconstruct existing 
retention areas for applicant Michael Solimando at Ap- 
paloosa Lane. The issue arose about whether the lots are 
situated on wetlands. Conservation Agent Rene Drouin 
strongly asserted the presence of wetlands, but the ap- 
plicant disagreed, which led to the need to continue the 
hearing to examine the issue further. 

In other hearings, the commission approved:

• A NOI for a single-family home at Pico Beach 
Road, with the conditions on the adding and removing

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Newport, RI Prom Venue Chosen for 2011 

ORR District Joint School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional (ORR) High School 
senior prom will be held at the OceanCliff Hotel, 65 Ridge 
Road in Newport, RI in the spring of 2011. 

The ORR School Committee approved the prom 
venue prior to the Joint School Committee meeting of the 
Old Rochester Regional District, which was held at 6:30 
on October 21 in the ORR Superintendent's Conference 
Room. In attendance were 18 individuals, representing 
the School Committees of Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester and the ORR junior and senior high schools 
and members of the MA School Superintendency Union 
#55. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:05 pm 
by Chairperson Sharon Hartley, who said she recalled 
the meeting held one year prior, when the committee 
was is the throes of choosing a new Superintendent of 
Schools. Ms. Hartley said that it "was great to be here, a 
year later,'' seeing that the choice of Doug White was an 
excellent one. 

Her Chairperson's report noted the Rochester 
Memorial School addition is ahead of schedule and will 
welcome students this December. The Superintendent's 
Report followed, with Mr. White preceding the report by 
thanking the group for their support in his joining the 
ORR District. Mr. White also said that, a year ago, he was 
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pleased to join the district, as superintendent. 

John Ashley, Technology Coordinator, then 
delivered a PowerPoint presentation of the proposed new 
Web Site for the district. ''We're looking for the future site 
to be a hub for the community and employees," said Mr. 
Ashley. In the near future, school committee agendas for 
the three towns, meeting minutes, and daily information 
will be posted and linked on the site. 

A discussion regarding business cards for 
school committee members followed, with a vote which 
determined that if a member wants to have a business 
card, it would have to approved by the district for 
content, and be paid for by the committee member. An 
option for printing by the Old Colony Regional Vocational 
Technical School was offered. 

Next up was the 2012 budget timeline, which will 
be planned at scheduled meetings. 

The Regionalization Committee representatives said that 
there was a $10,000 grant awarded to help in realizing the 
ramifications of a full regionalization of the three towns. 
The committee said that they decided not to hire someone 
to help make the decision to regionalize, but instead, 
use the funds available to implement the plan, if one is 
decided upon. 

The Race To The Top (RTTT) initiative was 
discussed, with Mattapoisett and Rochester commenting 
upon the grants. Mattapoisett will receive around $7,800 
and Rochester around $7,000. Mr. White commented that 
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there were additional advantages to the grants, including 
access to technology that would involve combining 
databases which would in turn help view Tri-Town data 
on a more combined basis. Marion School Committee 
member Brad Gordon said that he was disappointed that 
Marion did not join in on the RTTT initiative and asked 
if there was a way for Marion to utilize the database 
merging technology to include Marion. Christine Winters, 
also on the Marion School Committee, agreed with Mr. 
Gordon. The RTTT's goal is an effort to have teachers 
work together in meeting the common core educational 
standards set by the state of Massachusetts. 

The minutes of the prior meeting were accepted 
with a change under Regionalization, noting that Dr. 
Russell was involved in a ''discussion or process of 
regionalization'' rather than being "involved" in an actual 
regionalization. The change in minutes was approved. 

School Business Administrator Katherine Isernio 
said that Debra Brown CPA, will join the district as 
an assistant business manager on November 1. Also, 
Superintendent White said that Elise Frangos, the 
new Director of Curriculum, will begin her duties on 
November 1. It was also noted that Dr. Mike Pellegrino 
will join the ORR School Committee. 

An MCAS presentation by Superintendent White, 
showing the various data by type of question, individual 
schools in the district, grade level, and comparison 
with other districts with similar populations / income / 
education backgrounds, called "cohort groups" followed. 
It was noted that in grade 3, questions were multiple 
choice or similar, while in grade 4, questions were open 
ended, requiring more written responses. A view of 
grade 3 versus grade 4, showed the change in effort and 
understanding required in the interpretation of the MCAS 
scores.

Seaplane Event Draws Crowd to Rochester

Last Sunday, October 24, approximately 20 
seaplane modelers and their fans ventured out to Mary's 
Pond in Rochester. Dozens of spectators watched 
seaplane model pilots fly their creations on and around 
the pond against a perfect autumn backdrop. 

The Second Annual John Nicolaci Memorial 
Float Fly honored the memory of John Nicolaci, a 
reputable contributor to the model aviation world. The 
pilots took turns launching their planes, which included 
miniature replicas of World War II planes including a 
Scale 0S2U Fisher King, which was used during the war 
to detect submarines from battleships. Also, miniatures 
of Piper Cubs, Super 
Cubs, PBM Mariners, 
and W2s were among 
the ranks of planes at 
the event. In addition, 
pilots flew sports-scale 
planes, or models from 
their own imaginations. 
The models are made 
from materials including 
foam, balsa wood and 
some are reinforced with 
fiberglass. 

The event 
formally raised money 
for the John Nicolaci 
exhibit in the old 
Fairchild Aircraft hanger 
at the Hagerstown 
Aviation Museum in 
Hagerstown, MD. However, Ted Brito, a member of the 
Bristol County Radio Control Club who was integral in 
coordinating the event, hoped the seaplane flight display 
would encourage the younger generation to pursue plane 
making and flying as a hobby. 

"We are trying to get kids interested. The age 
of the modeler is going up these days," he said. Mr. 
Brito, who also is an instructor, noted that the education 
system has changed and does not provide industrial lab 
instruction as it did in the past. These old courses had 
taught kids real mechanical skills, including welding and 
how to make furniture, and prepared them to enjoy plane 
modeling. 

Mr. Brito, however, believes that children can 
get involved in modeling as early as six or seven years

old at a reasonable cost. The airplane-modeling hobby 
teaches kids how to read a ruler and instills pride in them 
when their plane launches into the sky. "I worked with a 
13 -year old. He was learning to read a ruler and building 
his own plane. I remember he was so upset when he put 
in a quarter inch piece of balsa instead of a 3/1 6^^ piece. 
He developed a sense of pride. His plane flew. That is 
something kids today don't have. [With this hobby], 
they can say, T built that. Look at that. I did it myself.' It 
makes you strive," he said. 

An introductory kit costs somewhere in the 
range of $100, which is comparable to what children pay 
for video games. This kit includes a starter plane with 
a 46-inch wingspan and transmitter. He said the hobby 

helps kids appreciate the 
miracle of flying, which 
he feels is now too often 
taken for granted. "We 
live in the McDonald's 
era of life," he said. 
Mr. Brito also 
encourages the purchase 
of a computer simulator 
program that teaches 
kids how to fly virtually 
before actually taking 
the pilot seat. Clubs also 
exist to bring together 
individuals interested in 
the hobby so they can 
fly together in condoned 
open- space areas. At 
these events, new pilots 
can get hooked up 
to a "buddy box" that alternately lets the newbie and 
experienced pilot control the plane. 

Overall, Mr. Brito described airplane piloting 
and modeling as a "very decent hobby" 

To honor the late Mr. Nicolaci, the event 
showcased his copy of the original PBM Mariner, 
which flew for an astonishing 37 years. Mr. Brito also 
noted that some hobbyists are linked in special ways to 
the craft. For instance, 95-year old club member Fred 
Tuxworth built a King Fisher model - the same one he 
helped build years ago during World War II!

Ghostbusted

Paranormal Activity 2. Starring Sprague Grayden and 
Brian Boland. Directed by Tod Williams. Running 
time: 91 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The secret of the Paranormal Activity films, 
visually, is their dead-eyed perspective. In the first film, 
much of the spooky stuff unfolded in front of a static 
camcorder. In Paranormal Activity 2, we spend a lot of 
time looking at surveillance-camera footage. This is the 
opposite of shaky-cam; it's from-beyond-the-grave-cam. 
The unmoving camera just stares, blankly and without 
editorializing, and waits for something to happen. The 
point of view is chillingly remote, indifferent to the 
characters' fear and suffering; everything is merely 
recorded. In a way, this blanched footage harks back 
to the beginnings of American horror cinema, from the 
silents to the early '30s, when directors like Tod Browning 
just let scenes play out and gather quiet dread. 

Put the two films together and you have a pretty 
good fit; they proceed from and amplify each other. 
Paranormal Activity 2 isn't much as its own movie; it 
essentially pulls out the same bag of tricks — the thumps 
in the night, the invisible forces pulling people out of the 
room. When the movie is feeling particularly boisterous, 
a bunch of kitchen-cabinet doors open at once. The 
filmmakers go a long, long way solely on the audience's 
queasy anticipation of what's to come. Some will say 
the way is too long; at the Saturday-night screening 
I attended, there was a bit of is-something-going-to- 

sometime- soon grumbling, and a little kid sitting 
near me — an Ebert in training — commented loudly, 
"When is the movie going to start?" 

To avoid spoilers, some of the following will 
read as inaccurate to those who've seen the film. 
Paranormal Activity 2 follows a different couple in a 
different house; they have a baby son, and the father has 




a teenage daughter from a previous marriage. Things 
start happening, slowly at first, and in small doses. The 
automatic pool cleaner keeps ending up outside the pool 
overnight. The family dog senses something. So does the 
Mexican housekeeper, who performs smudging rituals to 
evict "bad spirits" until the skeptical father fires her. The 
father, who owns a Burger King franchise, has a lot of 
money; the house is spacious and impersonal. Both films, 
actually, pack a "When Bad Paranormal Things Happen 
to Well-Off People" subtext; any family that can afford a 
pool that size must have done something to deserve the 
visitations of a demon. 

The teenage girl thinks it's cool that the house 
apparently has a ghost, until things get uncool and it's 
clear that the entity is a good deal more malicious. The 
movie is a bit front-loaded with ominous mood — perhaps 
the first 45 minutes or so — and then, when there finally 
is paranormal activity, things feel rushed. A desperate 
decision is made, tying the sequel in with the original, 
and finishing off with a triple sting. Right now, the two 
films operate as a smooth unit — someday the whole 
thing might play well viewed in one big gulp via seamless 
branching on a Blu-ray. But viewing Paranormal Activity 
2 a year apart feels unavoidably like more of the same. 
I sincerely hope Paramount doesn't milk this thing for 
more sequels, but since this film made back twice its cost 
solely on the Thursday-night midnight showing, get ready 
for another few years of nocturnal bumps, closing doors, 
low-frequency rumbles, and night- vision commercials of 
audiences screaming at the latest sequel.
